Ventra cards to 
launch in August

The CTAwill launch its new payment system, 
Ventra, in August, the agency said Tuesday In 
August, Chicago Card Plus users, registered 
Chicago Card us- 
ers and students 
participating in 
the CTAs U-Pass 
schools program 
will be able to 
transition to Ven- 
tra. 

In September, 
all CTA riders 
will be able to 
use Ventra, the 
agency said. The 
CTA will accept 
Chicago Cards 
and other passes through the end of the year. 

Ventra will replace the current Chicago 
Card system. The CTA also is phasing out its 


disposable passes. Users will be able to tap 
Ventra cards at bus and train readers. 

Riders can sign up for a Ventra card that’s 
pay-per-ride or unlimited use or a Ventra 
debit card that can be used for non-transit 
purchases. 

Cash will still be allowed on buses. Base 
fares for Ventra will not change but single- 
ticket riders will pay $3 per train ride. 

The CTA initially said it would cost $5 to 
sign up for a Ventra card. The sign-up cost 
would have become a transit credit. 

The CTA said last month it will waive the 
$5 fee if riders obtain the card this year. Rid- 
ers will be charged $5 if they sign up for the 
card next year, and the fee can be applied to 
future transit service. 

Full transition is expected to be complete 
in December. CTA and Pace riders will have 
through Spring 2014 to transfer balances on 
their old fare cards to Ventra Cards.

The Justice Department has told a court in 
Florida that the government does not secret- 
ly track the location of Americans’ cellphones 
as part of its massive phone surveillance drag- 
net, but asking experts to believe that asser- 
tion has proved to be another matter.

Neighbors shar-

The rising production duo, collectively 
known as the-Drum, recorded the bulk of 
its just-released full-length debut, “Con- 
tact,” at home, laying down a futuristic array 
of sounds (robotic vocals, pinging synths, 
metallic drums, etc.) that replicate the feel of 
being trapped on a spacecraft somewhere in 
the farthest reaches of the galaxy 

By phone. Boom and Chrome, both 29, 
talked about the influences that shaped the- 
Drum’s spacey electro sound, their perfec- 
tionist tendencies and whether they think 
we’re alone in the universe. 

You mentioned you’re both perfectionists. 
Was it difficuit to stop tinkering with the 
album and let it out into the world? 

Brandon Boom: Definitely We went over the 
album a bunch of times figuring out every 
detail down to the song order. Even though 
it’s really unpopular these days to have some- 
one listen to an entire album, that’s what 
we’re into. We want the whole thing to flow 
from one track into the other. 

Do those perfectionist tendencies spill over 
into other aspects of your lives? Like, do you 
have the most well-manicured lawn on your 
block? 

Boom: {Laughs.} No. The music kind of 
sounds like what the house looks like most 
times. 

Jeremiah Chrome: I would say the music 
captures most of my OCD tendencies, and 


that sense of order stays more with the mu- 
sic than my everyday life. If you look in my 
iTines you’ll see everything is meticulously 
labeled, but when you go in my room you’ll 
see clothes all over the floor. 

If a martian landed and and asked you to 
play it three songs that inspired the-Drum’s 
sound, what would they be? 

Boom: Definitely No. i would be “Ethnicol- 
or” by Jean Michel Jarre. Then “Moments 
in Love” by Art of Noise and “Eancy” by 
the-Dream. 

So the-Dream hasn’t sued you for hyphen 
infringement yet? 

Boom: No, but that would be awesome. 
Chrome: The fact he’d even know about us 
would be cool. 

Have you ever seen a UFO? 

Chrome: Nope. 

Boom: I don’t think so, but when I was a kid 
I was convinced aliens were real. I don’t be- 
lieve in a lot of conspiracy theories, but with 
the nature of the universe and what we know 
of it, it just makes sense there would be other 
forms of life throughout the galaxy 
Chrome: Also, everything on {the History 
Channel’s] ‘Ancient Aliens” is real. 

As often as your music is described as futur- 
istic, I was wondering if there’s any 
aspect of the past you find yourselves 
drawn toward? 

Chrome: As music obsessives, our tastes 
are pretty well-rounded and not everything 
is represented in this project. But as far as 
the-Drum goes, I think most of the things 
that inspire us from before now were things 
that were trying to be futuristic, like things 
from the ’80s that were trying to be ahead of 
their time. 


I wasn’t sure if you guys secretly took place 
in Civil War re-enactment weekends. 

Boom: {Laughs.} No, no, no. 

Chrome: I feel like the-Drum is oriented 
toward the future and not the past. We both 
love a lot of old jazz and ’70s German music 
and stuff, but the-Drum is trying to coalesce 
those influences into a more futuristic 
endeavor. 

Being DJs, how would you rate your abilities 
as dancers? 

Chrome: I give myself a 9.7 out of 10 . 1 used 
to go out quite a bit more than I do now ... 
and I love dancing, but I have no idea how 
I would rate myself Dancing is the antith- 
esis of rating or judging. It’s a release, and 
my favorite way to dance is to not give two 
{bleeps} about what the people around me 
think.

If the world ends tonight, would you be prepared? 

In the likely event that you’re not, Sideshow Theatre Company has you covered with 
the world premiere of former Chicagoan Carrie Barrett’s “The Burden of Not Having 
a Tail,” a one-woman comedy in which ensemble member Karie Miller— whom you 
also may have seen onstage as Chicago League of Lady Arm Wrestlers (CLLAW) MC 
Rockke L. Squelch— walks you through her post-apocalyptic bunker while dispensing 
tips on how to cope with worst-case scenarios, while also exploring what led her into 
the bunker in the first place. Ensemble member Megan A. Smith directs. 

We called Miller— a Kentucky native who moved to Chicago in 2008 
and also is a member of The Ruckus— to get her thoughts on survival 
skills, evacuation plans and more, julia borcherts is a redeye special contributor.

The best apocaiyptic advice she 
learned from her character in the 
play: She makes a big point about 
stocking up on salt and it’s not 
something I would have thought 
about [laughsl-having the mass 
amount of salt that you would need. 

How prepared she is person- 
ally: I don’t think I have made the 
proper preparations, food-wise, at 
my house; I have barely enough 
canned goods. [Laughs.] I have a 
couple flashlights that are out of 
batteries and I know that’s no bue- 
no. The woman in the play would 
not approve of any of my measures 
at all. 

Why you should seek her out 
when the zombies strike: I think 
I would be an ideal person to have 
in your bunker in an apocalypse. I 
am a crafty person; I am a problem 
solver. I was a Girl Scout. My mom 
taught us how to sew. My dad was 
a carpenter so I learned all this car- 
pentry-buildy stuff. 

The hardest part about being in 
a one-woman show: When you’re 
doing a scene with people in a play, 
there’s so much interplay with all 
the different stuff that’s going on on- 
stage with the other actors. This, it’s 
just me, so my interplay is so much 
more internal, environmental and 
whatever the audience gives me. 


The oddest thing she’s ever done 
at an audition: I did an audition 
where you had to do a silent clown 
piece in addition to your mono- 
logue. It had to involve a prop and 
some sort of discovery. And I did 
something about stepping in dog 
poop and this whole ballet of get- 
ting dog poop off of your shoe. 
[Laughs.] 

A little-known fact about arm 
wrestling: It’s a diagonal activity 
more than it’s a horizontal activity. I 
know that sounds weird, but you get 
more leverage when you’re pulling 
the other person’s arm towards you 
as opposed to pushing the other fist 
across the table.

Storytelling app ‘Haunting Meiissa’ 
channels new digital-age spirit

Neal Edelstein wants to put a ghost in your 
machine. 

To be more precise, the producer of spooky 
films including “The Ring” and “Mulholland 
Dr.” wants to plant a specter in your iPhone 
and your iPad. In May, Edelstein’s new pro- 
duction company. Hooked Digital Media, 
launched a storytelling app called “Haunting 
Melissa” that delivers to users’ Apple devices 
a creepy ghost film about a girl who is being 
haunted by her dead mother. 

It’s not really a film, but it’s not exactly a TV 
show, either. The hybrid is part of a new breed 
of entertainment made possible by the digital 
revolution and marks another avenue for con- 
sumers to watch programming without a TV 
Though Edelstein won’t reveal its number of 
subscribers, the storytelling app has the poten- 
tial to help further shape the way a new genera- 
tion of consumers receives programming. 

“This app, this channel, this world is our 
whole environment,” Edelstein said. “Erom 
the icon design to what’s inside, to the con- 
tent we push, it’s the television channel— the 
movie theater of now” 

In keeping with the free-spirited digital age, 
“Haunting Melissa” is not chained to a rigid 
programming schedule. Instead, thanks to the 
cinema-based app developed by Edelstein’s 
company the story rolls out new episodes at 
unexpected times and in varying lengths. (The 
app also sends push notifications when a new 
chapter is available for viewing.) 

The pilot opens with the show’s namesake 


Skyping with her boyfriend, who is away at 
college. Her mother has recently died and 
her detached father is out of town. Then in 
an increasingly unsettling sequence of events, 
Melissa becomes convinced that her mother 
is haunting her. 

The series is filmed in the shaky, hand-held 
manner popularized by “The Blair Witch 
Project.” The conceit being that it is en- 
tirely recorded by Melissa herself— or by her 
friends— on computers and iPhones. (View- 
ers also are privy to her texts and instant mes- 
sages as well as her video diary) 

Episodes, unlike with Netflix’s “House of 
Cards” or ‘Arrested Development,” cannot 
be binge-viewed. When a viewer completes 
an episode, the app starts a clock and in a 
predesignated amount of time unlocks a new 
chapter. 

A “season pass” to all ii or so episodes of 
“Haunting Melissa” costs $14.99, about the 
price of a movie ticket, or about two months of 
streaming Netflix. Episodes also can be bought 
a la carte as well, for 99 cents, or $1.99 in HD. 
(Visit hookeddigitalmedia.com for more.) 

Edelstein considers the app a living, breath- 
ing thing and is constantly updating it and push- 
ing new content. He fine-tunes the changes ac- 
cording to data mined from users’ devices. 

“We follow a practice of ‘build, measure, 
learn,’ ” says Aber Whitcomb, an advisor for 
Hooked who co-founded MySpace. “Every 
time we release an update to the app, we’re 
reacting to what people are telling us and how 
they’re using it.”

Can Diddy’s Comcast deal revive

Sean “Diddy” Combs knows his way 
around the small screen— whether he’s 
launching reality competitions, starring 
in music videos or doing guest spots on 
dramas. 

But the hip-hop mogul’s next TV 
endeavor, his own lifestyle cable network 
called Revolt, is his most ambitious. 

To launch the project, Diddy struck a 
distribution deal with Comcast as part of 
the cable provider’s push to launch more 
minority-owned independent networks. 
The music-themed channel will debut in 
the fall. 

Combs spoke about finding inspiration 
in MTV and launching a music channel in 
the social media age. 

What makes Revolt different from whafs 
out there already? 

This is a multi-platform venture. We will 
simultaneously be on all screens. It’s the 
first brand, or network, that specializes on 
Millennials to be built in the social media 


age. One of the things I’m most excited 
about is helping the future of music. 
When we lost that platform from other 
outlets and shows, that left a gaping hole 
in the culture. We plan on filling that hole 
and being a trusted authority 

But the generation you’re targeting has 
grown accustomed to gathering news on 
sociai media, and while music videos are 
played on some networks, YouTube and 
Vevo offer artists a wider audience. 

To be honest BET and MTV changed 
their business model and [largely] stopped 
playing music. As a result, [online] is what 
kids went to. The television experience 
two years from now will be different. 
You’ll be able to take it with you wherever 
you’re at. 

If I’m tuning into Revoit, what’s a typical 
day of programming look like? 

We will be covering news for you in a real- 
time way We would start with a morning 
show You’ll get interviews from some of 
your top artists. It’ll be provocative— not 


Howard Stern-ish, but it will ask and get 
the questions answered and have a fun feel 
that will start your day in the right way 

As the afternoon goes on, we’ll have this 
unorthodox show which is on the state of 
music. People have a certain interest on 
the business of music and the industry and 
the news of that. 

We will then go on 
to play the world’s 
best music videos and 
showcase the best 
emerging talents. 

On big premiere 
dates we will have 
more of a debate, 
round-table show 
that talks about 
socially relevant 
topics that affect 
this culture. So, 
like, right now 
a huge topic is 
the Kanye West 
album. What’s the 
viewpoints?

WHAT IT IS 

A dual USB universal rapid wall charger with power 
prongs that fold for greater portability. It’s designed 
to charge one or two USB-powered devices, including 
smartphones and tablets and is compatible with the 
iPhone, iPad and various Android devices. Though the 
r2200 wallport typically comes alone or with only one 
USB cable, I tested it with both a micro USB cable and a 
30-pin Apple-compatible cable. A Lightning USB cable 
also is available. Ventev’s cables are flat, tangle-free, de- 
signed for rapid charging and available in seven colors. 


THE GOOD 

Because we carry an iPhone 4S and an 
iPad 4, we were able to use Ventev’s 
30-pin connector cable to charge an 
iPhone while simultaneously charging 
an iPad 4 with Apple’s Lightning USB 
cable. The Wallport r2200 charges 
the iPad faster than the USB port on 
a 2009 iMac computer (it can do a 
total charge in five to six hours). But 
the iPad charges faster when hooked 
up alone rather than simultaneously 
charging the iPhone. The wall charger 
also quickly charges micro-USB de- 
vices. The r2200 worked well with our 
universal power adapter in Australia. 

THE BAD 

We wish the charger included a 
ground plug outlet to also charge 
our laptop. But that might interfere 
with the device’s rapid-charging 
mechanism.

Sony’s Xperia Z Ultra is mammoth

Sony unveiled one of the largest smartphones 
of all time Tuesday: the Xperia Z Ultra, with a 
6.4-inch screen. 

The latest device to blur the line between 
smartphones and tablets, the phone features 
the largest loSop HD display ever on a smart- 
phone, according to Sony 

A year ago, phone makers were pushing size 
boundaries with 5-inch screens, but 2013 has 
seen 6 -inch-plus screens. 

One of the first was the 6.1-inch Huawei 
Ascend Mate, and that was followed by Sam- 
sung’s 6.3-inch Galaxy Mega. 

These large smartphones are getting very 
close to the size of tablets. 

The Nexus 7, the Amazon Kindle fire HD 
and other popular small tablets come with 
7-inch screens. 

In addition to a large screen, the Sony Xpe- 
ria Z Ultra packs top-of-the-line hardware. 
The LTE phone features a powerful Qual- 
comm Snapdragon 800 2.2GHz quad-core 
processor and uses Android 4.2 Jelly Bean. 

It also features an 8 -megapixel rear camera 
and 16 gigabytes of storage, all in a device that 



is just 0.26 inches thick. 

And as with all of the latest Sony smart- 
phones, the Xperia Z Ultra is described as wa- 
terproof and dust-proof It can go nearly 5 feet 
underwater for a half hour. 

Sony did not specify when the Xperia Z Ul- 
tra will come out in the US. It is scheduled to 
make its global launch sometime in the next 
few months.
